Free Speech. 


The untrue abuse that is so often heaped 
by a partisan press on an official of the op- 
posite party leads some kind hearts to sup- 
pose that we have too much freedom of speech. 
We do not think so. If freedom of speech 
were restrained by those in authority, it would 
be a one-sided restraint, and all the evils of 
tyranny would be on us at once. The Advunce 
of Oct. 3, 1901, well said: 


In a resolution adopted by the Chicago Congrega- 
tional ministers’ meeting the question is raised wheth- 
er journals which are actuated by partisan purposes 
“should be permitted to continue to speak evil of the 
men to whom the. suffrages of the people have given 
high office.” 

This is a more serious question than the ministers 
perhaps realized when hastily adopting the resolution 
in which some other things were so admirably and 
pertinently stated. 

How such a law could be given national character 
and effect is not obvious, for the first amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States declares that 
Congress shall not enact laws abridging the freedom of 
speech. With such an article in the constitution there 
can be no national legislation of the kind suggested. 
And it is safe, to say that the amendment will not be 
repealed by the American people. The action of the 
Virginia constitutional convention im withdrawing 
the clause guaranteeing freedom of speech has been 
universally criticised. 

In the next place, such a law could easily be made 
too elastic. All criticism of rulers could be classed 
as speaking evil of them, and we should have lese maj- 
este until we-could not rest. The Czar of Russia and 
the sensitive and nervous Emperor William, though 
not elected by the suffrages of the people, would hard- 
ly ask more. It couid be made to serve all their pur- 
poses of suppression and absolutism. 

The evil of suppressing free speech was il- 
lustrated three years ago, in the conduct of 
General Otis in the Philippines. It is almost 
certain that if he had allowed the truth to be 
told, a way would have been found at that time 
by this peace loving United States to pacify 
those islands without the loss of hundreds of 
thousands of lives, without the disgrace of 
the “water-cure,” without making an extended 
district a “howling wilderness,” and without 
gaining the general hatred of the people of the 
other districts. Our home people did not re- 
alize the gravity of the situation. The Satur- 
day Evening Post of August 19, 1899, said: 

We made a great deal of fun of Weyler and Blanco 
when with their typewriters they wrought victories 
never achieved by arms; but recently our jests have 
come home to roost, for it is practically admitted 
that the official representations of operations in the 
Philippines have been unduly optimistic. So severe 
was the censorship that the eleven correspondents rep- 
resenting the leading newspapers and the press as- 
sociations of the world joined in a “round robin” to 
General Otis, and failing to reach their ends, sent their 
statement from Manila over to Hongkong, whence it 
was cabled to the world. 

After giving the reasons why they did not desire to 
participate in the misrepresentations, they closed with 
the following summary: 

Specifications: Prohibition of hospital reports; 
suppression of full reports of field operations in 
the event of failure; numbers of heat prostrations 
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in the field; systematic minimization of navai 
operations, and suppression of complete reports of 
the situation. 

In the operations around Santiago a “round robin,” 
although it made some people unhappy, cleared the air 
and led to quick solution of a desperate situation. In 
a different way, but none the less effectively, this sec- 
ond. “round robin” reached its purpose, and the wis- 
dom of letting the people know the truth was illus- 
trated anew. In the business of war, soldiers hold that 
at is often necessary to distort facts, but a long-con- 
tinued policy of suppression or exaggeration generally 
leads to serious and often damaging reaction. In the 
present instance, while the action of the correspond- 
ents received no official recognition, it practically ac- 
complished its purpose. 


But this was not fully true; as has been 
proven by the many courts-martial since those 
words were written, some of whose proceedings 
have reached the daily papers. The necessities 
of war always cause a temptation to suppress 
free speech. It was not long ago that there 
were mutterings against what every patriot 
knows is a certain right, the privilege of speak- 
ing one’s opinion even in the United States 
Senate. The attacks on Senator Hoar were 
a symptom of the desire to suppress free 
speech. The Congregationalist of Feb. 22, 
1900, said: 

Massachusett’s representatives in the United States 
Senate, Senators Hoar and Lodge, while agreeing in 
loyalty to the Republican party, in respect for the 
President and in mutual regard, differ as to the proper 
policy of the United States toward the Filipinos. Sen- 
ator Hoar, venerable and learned, because he dissents 
from the Administration’s policy on this matter, has 
been dubbed a “traitor” by some Americans and some 
Republicans whose characters and attainments, as com- 
pared with his character and attainments, are as 1 to 
100. Two of these have recently aired their cries of 
“treason” before gatherings of Massachusetts Repub- 
licans, and the last of them to do it, Congressman 
Cushman of Washington State, did it in such a way 
last week as to arouse intense indignation throughout 
Massachusetts among men of all parties. 


Senator Hoar has been less disturbed by the incident 
than many of his friends. This is but natural, con- 
sidering the rectitude of his soul, the purity of his mo- 
tives and the well-founded consciousness he has that 
Massachusetts still gives her representatives in the 
Senate liberty to think for themselves. 


The following words of the Methodist Re- 
corder of October 12, 1901; go as far toward 
teaching suppression of free speech, as can be 
reasonably accepted in a free country: 

The phrase, “Freedom of speech,” is a much-abused 
phrase. Many men interpret it to mean that a person 
may say with impunity whatever he may choose to 
say. And yet upon sober reflection any person of in- 
telligence knows that such is not the case. In many 
states of our union a person is not at liberty to use 
profane language. The states have their law against 
the use of such language, and if one choose to use it 
he lays himself liable to the penalty of the law. A 
person is not free to say whatever he may choose con- 
cerning other people. There is a law against slander, 
and he who will slander others lays himself liable to 
the penalty attached to such violation of law. 


There are things which a person has no moral right 
to do, and what it is morally wrong to do ought to be 
made civilly wrong to do. A person has no right to 
teach doctrines which shall incite people to insurrec- 
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tion, or the individual to acts of violence, where. the 


rights of others are involved. We haye recently had a 
sad example of the effect of. such license in the use of 
speech. A rather weak and narrow-minded man heard 
and read theories which incited him to assassinate the 
President of the United States of America. We con- 
cede that a teacher may not always be: responsible for 
inferences which are made from his teaching, nor for 
acts which an irregular mind may under these influen- 
ces commit. But one trouble has been with us as a 
people, that we have inferred too much from the doc- 
trine of personal, liberty. A man may have an un- 
doubted right to go out into the open air and swing 
his arms about as much as he. will, provided they do 
not interfere, with others. But when he comes face to 
face with his neighbor, he must remember that his per- 
sonal liberty ends where his neighbor’s nose begins. It 
is thus with the right of speech. Where the rights of 
one man begin the rights of the other end. President 
McKinley had the right to life, and his assassin had 
no right to take it. Laws should seek to reach causes 
and prevent them, rather than simply to strike at ef- 
fects. It should not only deal with assassins, but it 
should deal with anarchy, which is a prolific cause of 
assassins. Men and women should not be allowed to 
teach doctrines which are subversive of all govern- 
ment, and tend to the destruction of all rulers. It is 
better to suppress anarchy than to electrocute anarch- 
ists. The largest liberty of speech consistent with 
good government and individual rights should be per- 
mitted, but beyond that no man or class of men should 
be permitted to go. This would not be a blow at legit- 
imate criticism, nor censure for public officials when 
such censure is due, but it would and should be a blow 
at criminal methods of accomplishing even what may 
to some seem to be the most desirable ends. Men have 
a right to express in a legitimate way their disapprov- 
al of the wrong doing of public officials, but when they 
assume the right to resort to other than legitimate 
methods of correcting what they conceive to be errors, 
they should at once receive notice of stay of pro- 


ceedings. 





We like much better the following words of 
(. E. Grinnell, in the Atlantic Monthly ; 


The newspapers, with all their faults, are among the 
most constant aids to the vigilance which is the price 
of the liberty that is protected by the courts. Who 
believes that the police, the prosecuting officers, or the 
judges would enforce the laws and respect ‘private per- 
sons as well as they do now if the eye of the reporter 
and the pen of the editor were not at the daily service 
of every voter? The occasional pettifogging of attor- 
neys is a necessary evil, incidental to the conservative 
power by which the legal profession upholds and tests 
the law as it exists, and exercises a foresight gained 
from history: and informed by present business. Yet 
sharp practise is kept in check by the fear that it 
will be reported. 

In England, in the reign of James II, there was not 
a word.in the Gazette about the trial and acquittal of 
the seven bishops who dared to tell the king that he 
was not above the constitution. It is better to toler- 
ate the worst newspaper in the United Sstates than to 
have a censorship of the press. We have to take some 
risks, and our people prefer the risks of freedom of 
speech. They who abuse it by foolish declarations lose 
much of what influence they have by the indifference 
or ridicule with which our people are accustomed to 
treat absurdities; and those who publish criminal sug- 
gestions are more easily watched and caught in their 
earlier career than they would be if our government 
required them to be more secret. Indeed, the people of 
the United States do not know how to do without free- 
dom of speech. The repressive policies of other gov- 
ernments, judged by their effects, are ‘not alluring. 


The more open and fearless way is the better way 
for trying to give to every human being his share of 
truth and right, as well as his just portion of punish- 
ment.: We can not escape suffering of some kind, and 
we are Sigiatien that no tests are too severe for the ages 
‘in their development of the highest types of human 
character. Until individual life shall not need to fear 
exposure, publicity will be the dreaded weapon of pub- 
lie order as well as of private revenge. And it is im- 
possible to foretell when publicity will not need to be 
subject at least to the restrictions of our existing or 


future law. 

The recent suppression of a newspaper in 
Colorado, by the military, is an event that 
should cause us fully to doubt the telegraphic

jects in dispute: ‘for the same tyranny ‘that 
feared the editorials of the newspaper will 
certainly censor or suppress the telegraphic 
dispatches to distant newspapers. Free speech 
and a free pressare essential to freedom. Pub, 
licity is necessary to freedom. Secrecy in gov- 
ernment invariably leads to corruption. Men 
“love darkness rather than light because their 
deeds are evil.” 








Oruer Marrers or GeneraL Interest ARE: 

Dr. Edward Everett Hale, the noted Uni- 
tarian minister, over eighty years old, has not 
passed the “dead line,” but will “lend a hand” 
to the United States Senate; having been elect- 
ed its chaplain, and having accepted the po- 
sition. We wonder what Dr. Buckley will do 
about it; seeing that Dr. Hale denies “the 
deity of Jesus Christ.” The Republican com- 


mittee has decided that the national conven- 


tion shall ‘be held at Chicago. The Union 
League, af New York City, asks Congress to 
investigate concerning the suppression of 
votes at the south, and 'to legislate for reduc- 
tion of representation in the national House, 
to conform to the votes cast. The National 
City Bank, of New York, (Rockefeller’s), has 
$12,930,700. of United States money on depos-. 
it; presumably without interest. President 
Roosevelt’s renomination of General Wood and 
others, as recess nominations, may make some 
difficult complications. The postal frauds, 
convictions, accusations and denials are too 
voluminous to recount here. Congress acts 
excitedly on the subject. Concessions by the 
great packers of the Chicago stock yards 
avert a strike of. 38,000 men. The Republic 
of Colombia seeks to have our country join her 
in laying before the Hague “Peace” tribunal 
the issues involved in our course with refer- 
ence to Panama. The Bristow report on the 
postal frauds seems to have been badly cen- 
sored, in the copy first given to the public. The 
envoy of Colombia has been plainly told that 
our administration intends to maintain the 
independence of Panama. The “Daughters of 
the Confederacy,” of Texas, have passed res- 
olutions congratulating the President on hav- 
ing accepted the doctrine of secession, as 
shown by the Panama incident. Colombian 
troops and our naval forces have been con- 
fronting each other. The falsehoods concern- 
ing Colombia continue. Some of them are 
easily discerned by analysis. Senator Hoar 
takes righteous ground in the Senate. United 
States troops remain on strictly Cuban soil. 
Lord Stanley, of England, trained a Roman 
Catholic, died as a Mohammedan, and was so 
buried. It is asserted, from Manila, that the 
late fighting in the Philipppines was caused 
by the burial of a Mohammedan murderer in 
the same grave with a pig; the act having 
been. intended by our own authorities as an 
insult to the Mohammedans. The Senate pass- 
ed the reciprocity bill with Cuba, by a vote of 
57 to 18. Herr Bebel, the great Socialist lead- 
er, in the German parliament, charged that on 
a Russian spy, arrested and searched at, Sofia, 
were found documentary proofs that the Rus- 
sian government was privy to the assassina- 
tion of the late King Alexander, of Servia.

but its non-refutation makes us allude to it: 
for it is most important, if true. Hungarian 
affairs are (arranged to be) settled.

School Will Get $100,00o—Changed its Name for En- 
dowment, and Directors do Not Intend to Lose it— 
[By Telegraph to the Tribune.]—Richmond, Ind., Dec. 
16.—The directors of Palmer University are authority 
for the statement that the endowment of the late Fran- 
cis Asbury Palmer, of New York, of the university will 
be obtained. In order to secure the’ bequest of $100,000 
it is necessary for the school to raise a like sum. Up 
to this time $73,000 has been secured, and the remain- 
ing $27,000 must be subscribed by January lst. The 
directors say that this can all be secured, though it is 
proving a difficult undertaking. 

Palmer University is named for Mr. Palmer, the 
name being changed at the time that he decided to give 
it $100,000. The school is near Muncie, and is under 
the control of the Christian Church. 

We fear the foregoing dispatch is premature, 
for we believe Dr. McWhinney would inform 
this paper as soon as his victory had been 
achieved. But the last clause of the despatch 
we know to. be incorrect. Although Hon. 
Francis A. Palmer, who gives the $100,000, 
was .a member of the Christian Church, and 
for years denominational treasurer; Hon. 
Frank MeWhinney, who gave $25,000, is a sup- 
porter and sympathizer with the Christian 
Church ;° and Chancellor McWhinney himself, 
who gave about $25,000, has for many years 
been an honored minister of the Christian 
Church; and although the university is intend- 
ed to inculcate our broad principles, the Chris- 
tian Church -has no organic or denominational 
control over it. The receipts of the racing or 
ganizations of the state of New York are this 
year officially: reported as $4,000,000.

In order to keep our people advised of the 
progress of thought around us, and’ that they 
may have the religious news, we must refer 
to the subjects agitating other denominations. 
The United Brethren, Methodist Protestants 
and Congregationalists are now deeply inter- 
ested in their consolidation, and are slowly 
feeling their way. 

The Religious Telescope, the denominational 
organ of the United Brethren (“Liberal” wing, 
the one to which the courts have usually 
awarded the property in the numerous litiga- 
tins between factions) in its issue of Decem- 
ber 16th, 1993, uses the following language: 

Dr. Washington Gladden, in his masterly address 
given in this city before the recent meeting of the 
Ohio Federation of Churches, declared that the pro- 
posed combination of the Congregational; the Meth- 
odist Protestant, and the United Brethren churches ‘in- 
to an affiliated federation,. would. not. succeed in effect- 
ing their organic union* unless those churches went on 
to make concessions and sacrifices. He declared, un- 
selfishly, that the Congregationalists (his own denom- 
ination) would ‘have +o, surrender the principle for 
which they had for centuries. contended—the inde- 
pendence of the churches—and accept. some form of 
superintendence, He said that the other two denom- 
nations would also have to make concessions; and he 


. is right. Hence, the effecting of organie union is nec- 


*ssarily an evolution, requiring time and grace; but if 
God is leading us, as, we believe he-is, the time and 
grace will be given, and the desirable end finally 


achieved. 

Since the Telescope says that Dr. Gladden 
is right, in his,prediction that the three de- 
hominations must make further “concessions 
and sacrifices” in order’ to effect their union, 
we wonder why it might not be advisable for

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faction (of the United Brethren), in order 
that the United Brethren, now so sorely di- 
vided, might have union among themselves. 

The brethren of both litigating factions of 
this divided ‘denomination, whom it ‘has been 
our privilege to meet, almost always have a 
good spirit; and we are sure that the two 
factions could come together again. It might 
be only a question of “concessions and sacrifi- 
ces.” If it were a question of doctrines, or 
principles, it would be different: for no man 
has a right to surrender his principles, or give 
up truth, for union. 

But we: notice that the. Telescope does not 
mention one of the ‘mest: important utteran- 
ces of Dr. Gladden; to the effect that even af- 
ter the “eoncessions and ‘sacrifices” had been 
made, it would be necessary’ fer the three de- 
nominations still to go further, and each 
choose a “few stvong, trusted men,” to ad- 
vise them what churches and: enterprises each 
should give up to the others. At the time we 
heard it, we considered this prediction very 
ominous to liberty. How could a denomina- 
tion that was free in its government, and 
which had already. agreed to give up, its form 
of goverment for the sake of union, still go 
further, and put its affairs into the hands:of a 
“few strong, trustedmen?” It does not seem 
to us that there is very much‘ union about that. 
Or, it is the kind of ‘union that would enable 
us all to be swallowed wp in the Roman. Cath- 
olic Church; “conceding and sacrificing, and 
trusting the strong” to ‘determine our affairs, 
as well as our principles. 

But all such things as unfaithfulness to 
trust and truth naturally follow, when men 
“affirm formulated statements: of doctrine” 
contrived by men. 

Brethren, the only way to secure Christian 
union is to “concede and ‘sacrifice” all the hu- 


man concoctions and formulated statements - 


of doctrine, and “affirm” the Bible alone, al- 
lowing all to interpret individually; making 
Christian character the basis of the union. As 
long as there is one true Christian that will 
not surrender to those “few strong, trusted 
men,” and who declares that he will have Je- 
sus Christ as his only leader, you have not se- 
cured the union at all, that has the spirit that 
Jesus prayed for. Because Jesus did not wish 
us to have human leaders, and, warned us 
against calling any man master. Human lead- 
ership has been one of the curses: limiting: the 
power of the church. When Peter said, “What 
shall this man dé?” Jesus rebuked him, say- 
ing, “What is that to thee? follow thou me.”

Denominational Loyalty, 
BY REV.

Brother Editor:—In the Hpratp of last 
week I observed with pleasure a very readable 
address by our good brother, Dr. Helfenstein 
under the above caption. In this address the 
Doctor displays his usual catholicity of spirit 
by opposing denominationalism. In its gener- 
ic application every intelligent, broad-minded 
Christian will recognize the righteousness of 
this criticism. But in reading this admirable 
address I wondered if a little careful anal- 
ysis might not reveal the necessity of a wise 
discriminnation. Does it not depend, after 
all, upon the aim, end, and practical mission 
of the specific denomination?

If, for example, the denomination is 
based upon a human creed, much or little, 
long or short, written or unwritten, and by 
exactly so much made the test of Christian 
fellowship, certainly, “loyalty” to such an or- 


ganization would be disloyalty to Christ. As 


all human creéds are the product of intellect- 
ual thinking, it is certainly a clear case of 
the theology of the head dominating the re- 
ligion of the heart. Besides, and what is 
grievously worse, “loyalty” to such denomi- 
national-creedism by exactly so much hinders 
the coming of an answer to the prayer of the 
world’s dying Redeeemer as recorded in the 
17th chapter of John, in which, three times 
repeated he prays for the spiritual union of 
his disciples. That twice two make four is 
not a more obvious proposition than is this: 
“Loyalty” to the theology of the. head, asa 
test of fellowship, is disloyalty to the relig- 
ion of the heart. 

But suppose that a denomination is organ- 
ized for the divine purpose of righteously op- 
posing such denominational sectism! In the 
presence of a shamefully divided discipleship, 
its specific mission is, A wnifiied church and a 
saved race! Suppose that sectism, based on 
human thinking, has during all these weary 
ages, largely crippled and paralyzed the church 
of the living God, and that a denomination 
has been organized for the sublime purpose of 
healing the deadly malady, and allowing. the 
cripple to go on his divine mission of saving 
a lost race! 

As creeds are the product of the head and 
as such have been the direct cause of build- 
ing up sect walls heaven high, suppose it 
transpires, in the good providence of God, 
that a denomination has been organized di- 
vinely charged with the duty of lovingly oP 
posing these elements of discord, and of sub- 
stituting the Bible, and thus allow the loving 
religion of the heart to dominate the cold 
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‘December 24,1903. 
theology of the head! If such a denomination 
can be found, and it can, I submit if “loyalty” 
to such a denomination is not the supreme 
duty of all who are intelligent enough and 
proad enough to comprehend and appreciate 
such a matchless denominational mission! 
It only remains for me to say that I have 
peen “loyal” to the “Christian” denomination 
for more than sixty years, am now and by the 

ce of God, shall be until my feet step down 
into the cold waters; not because it is a “de- 
nomination” but for the reason that is stands 
for a fellowship as broad as the love of God 
in Christ Jesus.

Ale latimtansctlii napsiniceroets 
The Supernatural Birth of Our Lord.

I was sitting, one Summer afternoon, on 
the veranda of the hotel in Tacoma, in the 
State of Washfugton. There was scarcely a 
trace of mist in‘all the sky. There was a wide 
prospect before me—a portion of the city of 
Tacoma, hills, plains, various verdure, the 
clear waters of the Tacoma Bay merging in- 
to the deep waters of the Puget Sound, and 
these reaching onward and outward into the 
Pacific Sea. But there was one object in that 
prospect which perpetually drew my vision 
and fastened it upon myself. Much as I 
might seek to look otherwhere, I could not 
help my eye distracting itself from all else 
and gazing absorbed on that one sight; that 
dominated everything; that dwarfed the city, 
the plain, the hills, the verdure, the fair deep 


waters. It was’ Mount Rainer, or Mount 
Tacoma, aS it is variously called. It towered 
there against the blue of heaven fourteen 


thousand four hundred and forty-four feet. It 
was a perfect cone, and all its altitude was 
dazzling with the sheen of the eternal snows. 

So rises in the world’s vision a unique, 
transcendent, absorbing, compelling char- 
acter. That character is a fact in — history. 
That character actually existed. It is no 
myth, surmise, invention. As.even Theodore 
Parker so well said: “It would take a New- 
ton to forge a Newton; it would take a Jesus 
to fabricate a Jesus.” 

But such a character demands explanation. 

‘Take heed to yourselves: If thy brother 
trespass against thee, rebuke him; and if he 
repent, forgive him. And if he trespass again- 
st thee seven times in a day, and seven times 
ina day turn again to thee saying, I repent; 
thou shalt forgive him.. And the apostles 
stid unto Lord, Increase our faith.” 

No, you are not just indiscriminately and 
tarelessly to forgive. But you are to be in 
such a constant mood toward one injuring you 
that you shall be instant and complete in for- 
giveness, no matter how many times you have 
been wronged, the instant he repentingly 
turns toward you. 

No, the teachings of Jesus are lofty, are the 
loftiest. But they are not impracticable. But 
they are the loftiest. 

Sir Edwin’ Arnold and Dr. William Ash- 
more once voyaged together acros the Pacific. 
Said Sir Edwin to the great missionary: “I 
have been criticised for an implied compar- 
‘son between Buddhism and Christianity in 
fegard to the doctrines derived from them, 
and the principles contained in them respect- 
"ely. No such object was in my mind. For

me Christianity, rightly viewed is the crown-- 


ed queen of religions, immensely superior to 
every other; and though I am:so great an ad- 
mirer of much that.is great in Hindu philos- 
ophy and religion, I would not give one verse 
of the Sermon on the Mount away for twenty 
epic poems like the Mahabharata, nor ex- 
change the Golden Rule for twenty new Upan- 
ishads.” 

So we have looked at _ this transcedent, 
world-compelling character 
lights: in the light of its universality; in the 
light of its sinlessness; in the light of the 
loftiness of its teachings. 

We have found it to be in these regards, 
and there are many other regards in which 
the same is true, the great exception. 

And. the question which demands answer is 
one of explanation, whence and how came this 
character? 

As you look at the world’s history, does it 
seem possible that the world itself could have 
produced such a character? As you look at 


this character, does it not seem that such a. 


character must have come from some higher 
and better sphere than this poor world? 


This Godlike One, 
Whom none did once convince of one’s small swerve 
From perfectness; nor ever shall! so strong 
The elements obeyed Him; so divine 
The devils worshipped; so with virtue charged 
The touch of Him was health; so masterful 
The dead came back upon His call; so mild 
The little children clustered at His knee, 
And nestled trustful locks on that kind breast 
Which leans to-day on God’s—consider, sir! 
A human heart beat there! a human brain 
Pondered and pitied and was sorrowful 
Behind that sovereign brow. The blood of us— 
Of women and of men—coursed, crimson, warm, 
In those rich veins! Nay, and He ate our meats, 
And drank our drinks, and wore the dress we wore; 
And His hair fluttered in the breeze which stirred 
Peter’s and Jolin’s and mine. 
"Tis the weakness in strength that I cry for! 
My flesh that I seek in the Godhead. 
I seek and I find it. O soul, it shall be 
A face like my face that receives thee; 
A man like to me thou shalt love and be loved by 
forever ; 
A. Hand like this hand shall open tne gates of new life 
to thee; : 
See the Christ stand! 


Thus again, because of a veritable incarna- 
tion, we possess a full and final revelation. 
“God having of old time spoken unto the 
fathers in the prophets by divers portions, and 
in divers manners, hath at the end of these 
days spoken unto us in his Son * * * being the 
effulgence of his glory and the very impress 
of his substance.” 


Thus again, because of a veritable incarna- 


tion, we possess an ultimate authority in re- 
ligion. Not a book in the last analysis, but a 
Person irradiating and interpreting the book. 
And not the person of a struggling, investi- 
gating, surmising, questioning man, one who, 
as Theodore Parker puts it, had a great genius 


.for religion; not a person merely the com- 


panion of the philosophers; but a Person who 
is himself the Truth in complete knowledge 
and in perfect character, since he is author- 
itative Deity entered into humanity. 

And thus again, because of a veritable in- 
carnation, we have not simply man at work, 
but God in man atoningly and so victoriously 
at work at the awful problem of human sin. 

Never lose grip upon the supernatural gen- 
eration and birth of the Lord Jesus which at 
this time we celebrate.

A Weakness in Modern Educational Methods 


As the apex of a pyramid is that point toward which 
all the lines of the pyramidal shaft converge and ‘in 
which they focus, so God is the climax truth toward 
which all lines of natural philosophy point and ‘in 
which they culminate. As certainly as that the sun 
is the center and source of all our light, so certainly 
God is the center and source of all natural philosophy. 

As to follow any ray of light to its source will” lead 


to the sun, so, likewise, to follow any natural ‘philos- - 


ophy to its conclusion will lead to God. He therefore 
who studies philosophy, or science, and stops short of 
God, philosophy, in his case, has utterly failed to an- 
swer the mission of its divine appiontment. 

Webster, the great statesman, well said, “No man 
can be a philosopher and deny the existence of God, 
for every: step in the divine process goes to demon- 
strate the truth of the proposition ne has denied.” 
Look in what direction we may, we see the marks of 
fitness, adaptation, arrangement, and design, and if 
design there must be a designer. All philosophies, or 
the divine method of doing things, are but the foot- 
prints of creative energy which mark the Creator’s 
everlasting going. These ceaseless and endless goings 
are uniform, if for no other reason than that man may 
follow on to know of the infinite intelligence and 
boundless benevolence of the Creator, and thus, too, 
to develop all the native faculties of the mind. 

This suggests a new definition of the term “educa- 
tion.” Were we to inquire of six intelligent men as 
to the meaning of this hackneyed phrase, we might 
have half a dozen different answers. Amid this con- 
fusion the student should closely examine the follow- 
ing definition of the word education: It implies infor- 
mation, more or less, along all lines of useful knovl- 
edge, such asart, science, literature, sociology, good 
morals, and loving religion; and a corresponding de- 
velopment of all the natwe faculties of the mind, such 
as the intellectual, moral, social, and religious. This 
definition of the word education seems to be the conces- 
sion of all sound logic, of all sound philosophy. 

Confronting this definition of the term education, 
what must we think of the modern state university 
which seeks to train only along secular lines, such as 
art, science, history, literature, and the like, giving 
little attention to the great science of social relation 
and the obligation of such. relation, still less of the 
greater science of religion, which treats of man’s rela- 
tion to his Creator and the duty of such kinship, and 
absolutely nothing of the matchless science of (God, 
The state university proposes to educate the intellect, 
largely to the neglect of man’s social, moral, and re- 
ligious nature. It is a proposition to educate the head 
to the almost utter neglect of the “heart, out of which 
are the issues of life.” All this seems to be only un- 
intentional blasphemy, and to unwittingly stop far 
short of the divine idea. 


Recognizing the fact that a republic, to stand, must 
be based on the foundation of intelligence and virtue, 
it is marvelous that the state fails to see that to edu- 
cate the head to the neglect of the heart is, to say the 
least, a very dangerous experiment. It ought to know 
that the more it puts in a man’s head while his heart 
is wrong, the mightier engine it makes of him for 
evil. - “Knowledge is power,” simply power, serving 
alike in the hand of saint or sinner. Intellectual 
giants in all ages have gone up and down through the 
earth, seeking to destroy all that is beautiful of nature 
and lovely of virtue. The state should know that 
there is no necessary connections between the develop- 
ment of the intellect and that of man’s higher and 
better nature. Such blindness to the possibilities of 
good citizenship and true manhood is the egnima of 
all enigmas. It is a misnomer to say that such a man 
is educated, when in point of fact he knows but little 
of the great science of good morals and a_ beautiful 

life, less still of the greater science of a religion of 
unity and of endless progress. Only one-half of the 
man, and that the poorest half, has been educated. 

Not wonderful that the pulpit and the church have 
rushed to the rescue, and propose to educate the other 
and better half of man’s nature, and thus allow the 
chariot ‘wheels of civilization .to roll on. The pity, 
shame, and disgrace, however, are that the pulpit and 
the church have been, and still are, largely handi- 
capped by sectism, which seeks to give. metes. and 
bounds to honest religious thinking. They seem to for- 
get what everybody knows, that “to think is to differ,” 
and that the more we think the more we differ; while 
to love is to be united, and the more we love the more 
we are united. And the strangest thing of all is that 
these good people have failed to see that all human 
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. eveeds. are of. the: head, while true religion is ‘of ‘the 
heart, . 

The .optimistic fact is, however, thet. little by. little 
‘the ministry. andthe people are. coming to read that 
“out of, the heart,” not the head, “are the ‘issues: of 
jife;” that “with the heart,” not the head, “man be- 
lieveth unto -righteousness;” that “Son, give me thy 
heart,” not. thy head, is the loving request of a benev- 
alent. Father, . More, andj hetter, here. and: there col- 
leges and. universities are being founded in the spirit 
of. liberty-loving America. . They: propose to educate 
aleng, all lines of .useful knowledge, and thus give a 
corresponding unfolding of all the native germs of the 


soul. Edueation. with them means nothing less than . 


-humanity touched into.manhood; they therefore teach 
a fellowship.as broad as the love of God in Christ, and 
pray and work for a. unified church and a saved race.

Are the Christians Ready?

The, Christian Church . arose as a protest 
against the church of Jesus‘ being founded 
with the world-spirit of over a century ago. 
Religion had become a dead formalism. ‘The 
Spirit of the Master was hidden beneath a mass 
of ecclesiastical rubbish. The fruitage of 
Whristianity into’ Christ-like characters was 
forgotten. batin law and Greek philosophy 
had taken the place of Christian living.

Net. that we are false:to the actual battle 
of our fathers. Our failure is that we are sat- 
isfied with the fight our fathers made. Like 
Don Quixote we are donning an ancient ar- 
mour and. going eut to valiantly attack wind- 
mills. The world-spirit is not here in the form 
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of-ereed:worship. He ‘is here in: the: form of 


‘mammon-vership. ‘The world’s conquest is 
-not now in the name of creed, or of arms, but 
of commerce. ‘ Christendom: is ‘still: divided in- 


to denominations not on. aceount of: doctrinal 


‘battles, but because of church property,— 


buildings, legacies, printing plants, and edu- 
cational institutions. ‘These being deeded to 
separate denominations as such, each denom- 
ination must hold to its peculiar, individual 
existence in order to hold its. property. 

The denominations of Protestantism being 
in existence on account: of. their vested inter- 


ests, fell themselves obligated te protect ALL 
‘vested interests in: order to, protect their own. 


This is. the compromise with the beast of this 
world that. paralyzes the church at the present 
moment. 

Wars are. waged, people are subjugated, and 
the pulpit, the press and the school are silenced 
in order that commerce may have full 
sway. And now. commercialism, the new 
world-conqueror, drunk with power, is asking 
for the priest of religion to condone his acts. 
We are besought to talk about “Providence 
opening up foreign countries to the gospel.” 
Where our armies have gone to curse the sim- 
pler peoples of the earth with rum and dis- 
ease, we are asked to send missionaries to 
cover the crime. Where Ohristian (?) com- 
mercialisny has: gone and. robbed a weak people 
of their land; we are asked: to senda ship-load 
of provisions in the name of Christian charity. 

Commercialism _sits enthroned in all this 
riot. She has gathered the coal, the iron, the 
steel, the oil, the sugar, the vailways, the 
banks, the mewspapers, ‘the. college endow- 
ments, and' then says to religion, “Come let us 
pray!” ‘Forsooth, the world’ is at her mercy. 


‘ We must bow or lose our legacies, our church 


houses, our . college. equipments, our publish- 
ing houses and our missionary funds. Mean- 
while the people are at: the merey of: this mon- 
ster. They must toil to: make profits for her, 
or go without even a pittance for a living. 


Where. is the church. in this.struggle? With 
the people against this modern ‘Pharaoh or 
with' her vested interests? 'We know too well 
the answer. And where are the Christians? 
What do we more than others? Are we still 


making a mighty protest against the world- - 


power, or have we faHen in with the “denom- 
inations?” We have grewn_ respectable, I 
fear. We protest that we are fighting the same 
old battle. But are we? The Christian En- 
deavor Society is a confederation of the old 
organizations that we fought. Do we oppose 
it, or have we joined it? The question answers 
itself. Meazwhile this Y. PS. C. E. silences 
John G.) Wooley, stifles. the rising demand for 
Christian Citizenship (or: robs: the phrase of 
its. meaning), and joins itself to the world- 
power.

Worth Considering. 
BY REV. J. P. BARBTT, D. D. 


It has been said that the chief source of 
Mr. Beecher’s power was in his lack of defi- 
niteness in his teaching. With this fact be- 
fore us, it may seem strange that Mr. Beecher 
had a very intelligent congregation, and yet 
held them as under a spell by teaching indef- 
inite truths, for it is generally supposed that 
intelligent people like thought which means 
something, yet it is doubtless true that there 
is a large class of intelligent people in the 
world who wish to be entertained, rather 
than spiritually helped. The one end in view 
is entertainment. If entertained, it matters 


little as to the thought, whether it be definite, — 


or indefinite. This class of men and women 
have little regard for the message whtich seeks 
to awaken people and turn them to God for 
salvation through Christ. This is a sad fact 
in human life, and yet it is doubtless true, 
and so it may be that Mr. Beecher entertain- 
ed with indefinite teaching in his pulpit, but 
I had regarded him as aman_ who taught 
definitely the great truths of salvation 
through Christ. Certainly no preacher of the 
gospel ought ever to consider such a thought 


as seeking to entertain in the pulpit at the ex- 


pense of the truth—truth that means so much 
to lost. men and women! Only a little while 
ago'a certain distinguished man said: “The 


popular men of the future will be those who 
deal in ‘glittering generalities! ” That tells 
a hard tale on the people with whom these 
men are to. be popular, as well as the men who 
are to become popular by their “glittering 





generalities.” Certainly men who are to be 
ministers of the gentle Christ must not be of 
this class— it were a shame that such a man 
should stand in any Christian pulpit! Jesus 
taught.as one having authority, as one with 
authority, and the men who are commission- 
ed of him have a like authority. Definite- 
ness in doctrine is one of the needs of the 
twentieth century. We are not to be con- 
cerned about “isms,” nor the. “new theolo- 
gies,” nor the “advanced thought” of the high- 
er critics, but the truth as it is in Jesus, as it 
was taught by him in the days of his earthly 
ministry. The church and the world need 
this definite doctrine. I doubt to-day that 
there are ten men in any one hundred of the 
graduates from Theological seminaries of this 
country who can give a scriptural and lucid 
statement of the plan of salvation so that an 
inquirer for the way of life could act upon 
the instruction given and find his way to 
Christ for salvation. The truth is there are 
very few succinct and clear statements of 
the plan of salvation. There are many learn- 
ed. discourses on the subject, but there are few 
plain and simple statements of the salient 
points in the plan of salvation, given in a 
consecutive, logical and scriptural way, show- 
ing what it is, in fact, to believe in Jesus as 
the Savior of sinners. Let us be definite in 
our views and teachings of the truth of God.

Urbana.—Some time ago I asked our agent 
to send me the number of Heratp subscribers 
in this state, which he promptly submitted. 
Without saying how I felt when I received the 
list, I at once started on a tour of investiga- 
tion. I wish now to make known to you what 
I found. In Illinois, according to the 1903 
Annual, we have 114 churches, 8,062 members, 
and 92 ministers. According to the list fur- 
nished me by the agent, we have 348 Heraup 
subscribers, about one subscriber for every 26 
people. I find that but 38 ministers out of the 
97 take the Heratp. Herein is the explana- 
tion: “Like priest, like people.” Here are 59 
preachers that say to their people, by their 
example, that our general interests are of but 
little consequence. Now, beloved, this is 


- wrong. To ignore the general interest of our 


brotherhood means an injury to our cause. 
Let some one in the church where the pastor 
does not take the church paper take up a col- 
lection and make their pastor a Christmas 
present of the Hmraup. He doubtless will ap- 
preciate it and preach better in the future. 
Here are some figures which will help us to see 
how we stand on the “books” by conferences 
in this state: The Southern Wabash has 42 
churches, 3,201 members, 34 preachers, and 135 
Heracp subscribers, about one to every 23 peo- 
ple. The Illinois Central has 26 churches, 
2,117 members, 22 preachers, and 125 Herap 
subscribers, about one to every 17 _ people. 
The Western has 11 churches, 514 members, 4 
preachers, 57 Hmratp subscribers, about one 
to every 9 people. The Northwestern has 4 
churches, 285 members, 7 preachers, 25 Her- 
ALD subscribers, about one to every 11 people. 
The Southern has 18 churches, 1,167 members, 
18 preachers, 16 Heratp subscribers, one to 
every 72 people. Southern [Illinois and In- 
diana, 13 churches, 778 members, 12 preachers, 
10 Heratp subscribers, one to every 78 people. 
(The Heravp subscribers in Indiana not in- 
cluded.) Does this not suggest to us that we 
should be doing more along the line of the 
Heratp? If each minister would work for 
ten subscribers for the HeraLp, we would very 
soon increase the Hera.p list in our state one 
thousand. This matter need not be confined 
to the ministry, but let the church take up this 
matter; make a club of ten in your church. Let 
some one that wants to help by giving a little 
time take this matter up and ask the agent 
if hé can make you special rates on a club of 
ten in one church. If we will work we will be 
surprised at our own efforts....Rev. W. M.

ful consideration; but when it comes to re. 
-mittances, it would confer. a great favor upon 


sme, and prevent delays and mistakes, anq 


save a “whole lot” of worry and vexation, if 
the remitter would kindly use the blank I ep. 
closed with the call. To simply say, “Oy 
church took the collection” is not very satis 
factory or definite instruction, and yet nearly 
every day remittances reach me with no bet: 
ter. directions than the abeve. What do I do 
when I get a letter of that kind? Well, “it ig 
enough to make a preacher swear,” but | 
don’t. I don’t even feel like it. Well, this js 
what. Ido. I search the conference records of 
the state from which the letter comes until | 
find the name of the sender, if such a thing is 
possible. If I cannot find the name of the send- 
er and thus lecate the church that way, I 
write the sender for better instructions, and 
I always: get them, and sometimes more too; 
but the more too, does not help me to give prop- 
er credit. Quite a number simply say, “Our 
preacher told me to send it to you and you 
would know what to do with it.” Well, I ap- 
preciate the confidence but shrink from the re 
sponsibility. It would often times save great 
worry, delay,and .misakes, if “Our preacher” 
had less confidence and more knowledge. A 
certain conference clerk wrote repeatedly toa 
minister of the confernce to get the name of 
the clerk of a certain church, and during the 
State Conference held in Muncie last fall I re 
ceived this word: “My sister is clerk of the 
church you name.” That conference secretary 
is\ yet trying to find out who sister is. But 
never mind the sister, or the conference, or 
the knowledge, but send in the collections, and 
by some means we will find out where they 
came from and to what purpose they are to g0. 
It is but justice to say, and. it gives me great 
pleasure to say it, that the blanks are being 
more generally used now than ever before. If 
I were a poet I would write.a beautiful, poem 
beginning thus: 
Don’t be a crank 
But use the blank.

Our Mission Field Secretary. 


Our Mission. Field Secretary, Rev. Wm 
Reiley, is now in the field and at work. His 
duties, as Outlined by the Board, are as fol- 
lows : 

To gather funds for the prosecution of the general 
missionary work of the Christian Church, or such spe- 


dal objects as may be deemed needful; to labor to 
awaken and increase missionary sentiment’ among our 


people by visiting churches and individuals, by. pro- . 


moting and assisting in missionary meetings and con- 


ferences, by personal solicitation and conv-rsation, 


and by publie addresses; to travel among our churches 
and annual conferences in prosecution of the above 
named work; to disseminate missionary information 
and literature; to canvass for and receive subscrip- 
tions to The Christian Missionary; to wateh for de 
sirable candidates for our. mission fields, and in general 
to strengthen the cause of the Christians and their mis- 
sionary enterprises. 

It will readily be seen by the above that his 
special work, as contemplated by the Board, 
is to be along missionary lines. Condensely 
stated: To create missionary interests, secure 
-missionary money, and seek out missionary 
candidates. Of course all this work should be 
done on a gospel and spiritual basis. 


Brother Reiley understands all this, but it 
is for the information of the churches that we 
now write, that they may understand the ob- 
jects of his mission. It will be seen that his 
specific mission is not evangelical or revival 
work—important as that is. Would that we 
had a score of good and wise evangelists in 
the field all the time. Our Field Secretary is 
blessed with evangelistic gifts and power. We 
rejoice in this, for to conduct the specific work 
of his appointment in the evangelistic spirit 
is to insure the greater success and make him 
a greater blessing to the churches which he 
may visit, even though his visits may be but 
fora day or two. If with the hearty co-oper- 
ation of our pastors our Secretary shall be 
able to greatly increase the missionary inter- 
est and missionary contributions, so the Mis- 
sion Board may thereby be enabled to increase 
the number of mission workers on the fields, he 
will thus be multiplying his own power for 
soul-saving, and in diffrent countries and at 
many places at the same time.. So that the 
more he does for missions the more he does 
for the Salvation of the world. if circum- 
stances shall admit of the Secretary at any 
time complying with the request of pastors to 
give a few extra services direct!y to revival 
work, such pastors shoulsl see that the time 
thus given is fully compensated by eularged 
missionary offerings at the time. 


A QUESTION. 


We are desired to answer a question that is 
sometimes asked our Field Secretary: “Can 
our contributions; to the Field Secretary be 
credited to our quadrennial missionary col- 
lections and apply on, our apportionments?” 
Individuals and. churches “can,” and some 
times do. do things of; which: the moral right 
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to do may be questioned. “Occasionally we 
have learned of missionary collections being 
taken on Children’s Day, or other quadrennial 
calls, and then part of it retained for local 
purposes. Of course this “can” be done. But 
the moral right to do. so is: another question. 

But as. to crediting the eollections or funds 
raised by the Field Secretary to the collect- 
ions under the quadrennial calls,—it certain- 
ly is not so. contemplated, by the Board, and. we 
hope that it may not be done. The Mission 
Board did not employ and place a man in the 
field.to help pastors and churches to take one 
of their annual missionary. collections, They 
should do that themselves. He is in. the field 
neither to interfere with nor to do their work. 
If by increasing their interest he shall lead 
them to increase their annual missionary col- 
lections this. is legitimate, an object sought. 

Two annual missionary collections, merely, 
are not enough for the health of the church, 
and it certainly has hot proven to be enough 
to meet the demands of the cause. In various 
ways these should be supplemented. One way 
to do this, for those who have the opportunity, 
is to respond cheerfully and freely to the Field 
Secretary, and without any special reference 
to. the quadrennial collections. Should he be 
at a church on the day for taking their:annual 
missionary collection he doubtless would ren- 
der all the assistance possible in taking their 
collection. No, the Board’s agent is not in the 
field to help churches meet their apportion- 
ments, not to help take the annual missionary 
“collections,” but in various ways to greatly 
enlarge. the missionary offerings through the 
year, so our missionary work may be lifted on 
to a higher plane, and that as a people we may 
the more largely accomplish. the work that 
God is giving us to. do—improve opportunities, 
that if not improved by us are taken from us 
and given to others. 


Of course every church should keep record 
of all its finances, including what is raised 
for missions and for other benevolences; and 
proper reports should be rendered to their re- 
spective conferences. If the church through 
all of its departments through the whole year 
has contributed $1,000 for missions, it is right 
that is should have credit for it. But let 
proper credits be given. If $100 was raised 
under each of the quadrennial calls, and $100 
each by the Sunday-school, the C. E., and the 
Missionary societies, and $500 by the Field 
Secretary, let the credits be so gwen. Where 
extra personal contributions are made that is 
for the contributors to say how and where 
they shall be credited.

It occurs to your secretary that it would be 
just the thing at this meeting to give a brief 
report of the work accomplished by our people 
in the past, and the present outlook. With 
this in view, it will be more than interesting to 
read the following: 


Some Fruits of Home Mission Work. 


Some of the fruits of the Home Mission work of the 
Christians, carried on by their General Mission Board, 
during the past twelve and a half years, are: 

1. Five thousand and one conversions reported. 


2. Eight thousand and forty-five members added to 
the churches. 


3. Seventy churches organized. 


4. One hundred and. seventy-five Sunday-schools or- 
ganized. 

5. Two conferences, one in Oklahoma and one in the 
State of Washington, organized. 

6. Quite considerable aid rendered, especially the 
first few years, to the New England Christian Conven- 
tion, and various state and local conferences for evan- 
gelistic work. " 

7. For several years financial aid rendered to Frank- 
linton Christian College (for the colored people) at 
Franklinton, N. C. 

8. In “strengthening the things that remain,” some 
sixty-five churches were given more or less aid to tide 
them over especially needy times. Among the most 
prominent of, these which were helped to a self-sup- 
porting basis, some of which are among: our strongest 
churches to-day, are: Bangor, Maine; Manchester, N. 
H.; Spruce Street and Bonney Street, New Bedford, and 
Bogle Street, Fall River, Mass.; Binghamton, Ravena 
and Newark, N. Y.; Raleigh and Durham, N. C.; Spring- 
field and Dayton, Ohio; Marshall, Mich.; Portland ‘and 
Burrows, Ind.; Urbana and Newton, [l.; Lineoln, Kan.; 
Gresham, Neb. 

9. Important new churches that have been started 
and helped to a self-supporting basis: Norfolk, Va.; 
Erie, Pa.; Piqua, Ohio; Lebanon, Anderson and Mun- 
cie, Ind. Of these, three, Norfolk, Piqua and *Muncie 
now have church houses that rate among’ the best in 
the denomination. One of these, Norfolk, Va.,°has* for 





each of the last three years paid back into the treas- 
ury of the Board over a thousand dollars for mission 
work elsewhere. 

10. Among the: important city mission points now 
being helped are Toronto, Can.; Columbus, Lima, and 


Defiance, Ohio; Indianapolis and Elkhart, Ind.; Dan- ° 


ville and Lewistown, Ill.; Des Moines, Ia.; Portsmouth, 
Va.; Greensboro, N. C.; Lagrange, Georgia. Some of 
these are expected to reach a self-supporting basis this 
ear. 

1l. PROSPECTIVELY. Our mission work in Colo- 
rado and North Dakota bids fair to result in the érgan- 
ization of a Christian conference in each of these states 
in the near future. 

12. UNDEFINABLE. Spiritual awakenings, refining 
and purifying influences, moral upliftings to individ- 
uals and communities, increase of respect for civic 
virtue and good law and order—fruits that can neither 
‘ be defined nor tabulated, fully known only to God him- 
self.

Foreign Missions—Japan. 

The above refers simply to Home Missions. 
When we consider the work accomplished by 
us in foreign fields we become a little opti- 
mistic, and resolve to do even better in the fu- 
ture. In Japan we have seven missionaries 
and nine native workers, also Mrs. Kitamura, 
Bible woman, who is now taking a course at 
U. C. College. We have Christian Endeavor 
societies in Japan at the following places: 
Tokio, Oji and Sendai. Some items of interest 
follow: We now have our own Mission Home 
in Sendai, where our missionaries live. This 


was greatly needed, and is a source of gratifi- 


cation to our workers there. There are three 
Sunday-schools in connection with our Sendai 
field. 

At Tokio a C. E. Society was organized last 
May. Our native missionary, Ren Hamaguchi, 
reports: “Our C. E. prayer-meeting meets 
every Wednesday night in the church. Most 
of the Christians are active members. Twenty- 
two to thirty attend every week. Some of the 
young men are quite earnest. They take part 
in every meeting (let the United States En- 
deavorers take pattern in this respect—Srcre- 
TARY), and some girls read from the Bible and 
offer prayer.” A fine report. It pays to push 
Endeavor. work everywhere. 

PORTO RICO. 

In Porto Rico we have four missionaries and 
one native worker. Our first missionaries 
reached Porto Rico January 18, 1901. The 
first church among our people organized in 
Porto Rico was on the evening of February 22, 
1903. This was a good way to celebrate Wash- 
ington’s birthday, wasn’t it? This church 
started with five members. In the superintend- 
ent’s (D. D. Barrett) report for the past year 
we find “Our territory embraces the richest 
sugar growing section on the island. People 
are thickly settled. Roads are being rebuilt. 
A railroad is being built from Ponce to Arroyo, 
thus touching each of our main points and giv- 
ing us easy access to all other points.” Other 
items of interest might be given, but space for- 
bids. In closing I want to call the attention 
of our Endeavorers to a part of the report 
made by Bro. T. E. White: 


PONCE, 

Ponce may well be called the central and most im- 
portant point of the mission in Porto Rico. Here the 
work began, here the largest population, here the first 
Christian organization, and it will be here that every 
member of the Christian Church on the island will 
look with joy to find the Christian place of worship 
when he shall come to Ponce. The members of this 
church, though few, are faithful and are anxious to do 
all they can to build up a strong church. The interest 
grows, and there are at present several prospective 


members. The great need is the church building. With 





a good church edifice and efficient work, the success of 
the Ponce Christian Church is assured; without the 
church many souls will possibly hear and be glad, but 
the majority will seek a church that has a house for a 
home. 

And this is what the Endeavorers of the 
Christian Church in the United States and 
Canada are asked to do, to assist in the erec- 
tion of a suitable church building in Ponce, 
Porto Rico. $1,000 is the call for this year 
1904. “We can do this if we will.” Will we? 
We, as Endeavorers, will certainly become 
more and more optimistic if we do something 
ourselves for the cause of Christ in the for- 
eign and home fields. It is simply missions 
everywhere with the Master. No “foreign,” no 
“home missions” with him; it is, “Go ye into 
all the world” and preach, teach, live the gos- 
pel of a Savior’s love unto all men, and the 
promise to you and to me is, “Lo, I am with 
you alway.”

The Parable of the Sower. 
Chapter 2—The Ground: 


BY HARRY QUINN. 


The ground, what does it mean or signify 
in this parable we are studying? Does it 
mean our intellects? Most assuredly it does 
not, at least from the study: that I have made 
of the parable. I think we should compare 
our hearts to the ground. There are four 
kinds of ground or soil; first, the impenetra- 
ble; second, the superficial; third, the preoc- 
cupied; fourth, the prepared. 

The seed is the same in every case; the dif- 
ference is in the kinds of soil. The first of 
these is want of spiritual perception. There 
are persons whose religion is all outside, never 
penetrates beyond the intellect. 

If you can drive a man from outward vice, 
how far have you improved him if he lives in 
inward sin? You have benefited him as far as 
the sight of man is concerned, but not before 
God. You have often heard or read-of_per- 
sons being killed in some way and yet at the 
same time upon proper examination there 
was no external appearance of injury upon 
their body. All the wounds were internal, 
but they died just as surely as if they had 
been beaten black and blue or cut into a thou- 
sand pieces. So many may die of natural sin; 
it does not appear outwardly for certain rea- 
sons, but they die of it just the same if it 
be within. ; og 

The second want is want of depth of char- 
acter. Shallow soil is like superficial char- 
acter. This stony ground is the thin 
layer of earth upon a bed of rock. The super- 
ficial character is connected with the hard 
heart; beneath the thin surface lies the bed 
of rock. A pleasant, sunny religion would be 
the life to suit them. There is quite a number 
of these kind of Christians, if I may call them 
such, yet they do not really deserve the name, 
who appear to be very-enthusiastic over their 
religion as long as everything goes along 
smooth and nice, and some one else is doing 
all the work. But ask them to help you in the 
church work and they can give a thousand ex- 
cuses if need be to get out of a little work 
and sacrifice. Their religion is not more than 


skin deep and instead of being a help to the — 


church and community in which they live, 
they are a detriment and only hinder the cause 
of Christianity. 

The third is the preoccupied soil. Impres- 
ions come to nothing when the mind is subject 


to dissipating influenecs. We go to church on 
the Sabbath many times, of some of us do, | 
dare say, with our minds and hearts fully con. 
centrated on our business affairs, and sit 
through the whole service planning some way 
to make an honest dollar, and I might say 
an unhonest one sometimes, and then at the 
close of the service go away feeling no better 
for having been there, and complain because 
the pastor preached such a poor sermon. I 
often wonder that the ministers of our country 
are able to do as much for us as they do. [et 
us go to church not with our minds fully oe. 
cupied with worldly things, but let us go with 
our hearts epen to God and drink in his glor. 
ious gospel as it is proclaimed to us. 

The fourth, the prepared soil. You need 
never educate any man into sin. As goon as 
the young crocodile has left its shell it begins 
to act just like its parent, and to bite at the 
stick that broke the shell. The serpent is 


scarcely born before it rears itself and begins’ 


to hiss. The young tiger may be nurtured in 
your parlor, but it will develop ere long the 
same thirst for blood as if it were in the for. 
est. So with man: he sins as naturally as 
the young lion seeks for blood, or the young 
adder stores up venom. 

Anselem says: “Our heart is like a mill, ever 
grinding, which a certain lord gave in charge 
to his servant, enjoining that he should only 
grind in it his master’s grain, whether, wheat, 
barley, or oats, and telling him that he must 
subsist on the produce. But that servant has 
an enemy, who is always playing tricks on the 
mill. If, any moment, he finds it unwatched, 
he throws in gravel to keep the stones from 
acting, or pitch to clog them, or dirt and chaff 
to mix with the meal... If-the servant is care- 
ful in tending the mill there flows a beautiful 
flour, which is at once a service to his master, 
and a subsistence to himself; but if he plays 
truant, and allows his enemy to tamper with 
his machinery, the bad outcome tells the tale; 
his lord is angry, and he himself is starved.” 
This mill, ever grinding, is the human heart; 
thoughts are the graizi: the devil is the watch- 
ful enemy: he throws in bad thoughts, which 
can only be prevented by watchfulness and 
prayer. Let each of us take and inventory of 
our hearts and see what they are grinding out. 
Are we as watchful and careful as we should 
be? I was rather amused and yet very much 
impressed a short time ago by a good brother 
in our church, who was giving us a little of 
his experience. He said he was one day walk 
ing along the street in Cincinnatl when a Sal: 
vation Army man came along handing tracts 
to the people he met and when he handed him 
a tract he said, “Are you a Christian?” Well, 
the good brother said he did not know what to 
say, and he said he hoped so, and the man 
turned on and said, “Don’t you know?” Sup- 
pose some one would ask us the same question, 
could we say yes or would we say, I hope 80? 
If Christ is in our hearts not only we will 
know it, but everybody we come in touch with 
will know it. cree 

‘No doubt some of our hearts are grinding 
along like a lazy man farms, benefiting no 
body, not even ourselves. 


As one rides through the country he cannot 
help but notice the great difference in the way 
of farming. Take a fine farm and place @ ~ 
worthless farmer upon it for a few years, aa 
how changed everything becomes; the build- 
ings become dilapidated, the fences broken 
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down, and even the ground fails to produce the 
: ysual crops as in days gone by. But then let 
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watchful and energetic man take the 


some 
game farm, and by culture, skill, some’ capital, 


and work things begin to take on a different 
hue in every way and the fields become laden 
with grain. Was the difference in the seed? 
No; most assuredly not. 

The prosperous man cultivated the soil and 
kept it rich, while the other did not. Now, are 
we cultivating and enriching the soil, or 
rather our hearts, within? If we want to en- 
rich our hearts we must go to some one far su- 
perior to ourselves, for we must not expect to 
have our hearts cleansed of all their sin and 
wickedness by earthly power. The bankrupt 
who asks a bankrupt to set him up in business 
again in only losing time. The pauper who 
travels off to a neighboring pauper and begs 
him to help him out of difficulties is only trou- 
bling himself in vain. The prisoner does not 
beg his fellow-prisoners to set him free. The 
shipwrecked sailor does not call on his ship- 
wrecked comrade to place him safe ashore. 
Help in all these cases must come from some 
other quarter. Relief in all these cases must 
be sought from some other hand. It is just 
the same in the matter of cleansing away our 
sins. So long as we seek it from man we seek 
it where it cannot be found. 

There is nothing fatalistic in this parable, 
nothing to drive to despair the man who feels 
he is bad, and wishes to be a true Christian, 
and nothing to encourage in sin the man who 
has no desire after good things. God’s grace 
can do for the heart, be what it may, what 
man’s skill has done a thousand times for the 
land that he cultivates. 

Our bodies are but the outward expression 
of the. mind and soul, the casket which holds 
the gem. Scientific research has proven to us 
that the mind cannot act nobly and purely in 
an impure body. In our youth, then, let us 
look to it well that we keep our bodies pure 
and strong, ridding ourselves as far as possible 
of every heredity disease and weakness and 
cultivating every nerve and muscle, so that 
they will respond to the dictates of a well 
trained, well guided conscience, made in the 
image of God, endowed with his own spirit; 
following the example of the Savior, let man 
reach the full development of God’s plan and 


make himself a “man,” the noblest work of 
God.

The constant aim has been to secure the best 
systematic course practicable, and to this end 
the aid of the wisdom and experience of the 
brethren has been repeatedly requested. This 


is again done herewith. Will those who have 
particular interest in this matter please ex- 
amine the list of subjects and report to the 
Secretary of Education their decision. First, 
regarding the subjects, what additions or 
omissions should be made? Second, what 
books should be adopted for use in this uni- 
form course? 

It is not likely that the committee has ac- 
cess to the best books on every subject, and so 
none are here suggested. The final form of 


the course will give both subjects and books. 


These should as far as possible meet certain 
requirements. They should be concise, com- 
prehensive, scholarly, reliable and of available 
price. Any one who can suggest such a book 
on any subject included should do so at once, 
TO-DAY, as the course must be put into final 
form early in January. A postal card will do. 

Attention is due the arrangement of each 
main part of the proposed course into five gen- 
eral subjects—Biblical, Historical, Literary, 
Scientific, and Missionary. 

Various supplementary books also should 
be named as necessary to every good working 
library, and suggestions regarding these are 
kindly asked. 

Finally, we believe that various parts of 
this course may profitably be done by perhaps 
every active pastor among us.
